horse  to  be  first  entitled  to  daim,  and  tiie  others  in  the 
order  in  which  their  horses  are  ]daoed,  and  the  winner 
to  have  the  hurt  daim. 

Horses  running  for  a  race  which  is  excepted  by 
special  conditions  from  the  operation  of  this  rule,  are 
not  qualified  to  be  entered  for  a  handicap  at  any  meet- 
ing professed  to  be  subject  to  the  estahnshed  rules  of 
ndng. 
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60.  No  person  can  claim  more  than  one  horse  in  the 
same  race. 

61 .  If  t\vo  or  more  persons  equallj  entitled  wish  to 
claim,  they  shall  draw  lots  for  Uie  priority.

Extra  Weight  and  Allowances. 

62.  When  it  is  a  condition  of  any  race  that  horses 
shall  carry  extra  weight  for  winning  a  certain  nnmber 
of  prizes  dming  the  year,  or  he  afiowed  weight  for 
haying  been  beaten  a  certain  nnmber  of  times  daring 
the  year,  such  winnings  and  losings  shall  date  from  the 
the  1st  of  Jannary  preceding,  and  shall  extend  to  the 
time  of  starting,  unless  otherwise  specified. 

63.  Extra  weights  and  allowances  are  not  aocnmu- 
latiye,  unless  so  specified  in  the  conditions. 

64.  Horses  do  not  carry  extra  weight  for  winning  a 
match,  and  are  not  entitled  to  allowance  for  having* 
been  beaten  in  a  match. 

The  winner  of  a  prirate  handicap  race  shall  be 
exempted  from  the  penalty  of  canying  extra  weights 
in  all  public  handicaps,  the  terms  of  which  impoee  on 
winners  of  handicaps  certain  penalties  for  winning 
after  a  specified  date. 

NoTB. — By  a  private  handicap  is  meant  one  in 
which  the  weights  are  agreed  upon  among  the  par- 
ties to  it,  and  which  has  not  heea  pnblidy  adverUsed 
previoos  to  the  engagement  being  made. 

Winners  of  hurdle  races  are  not  considered  wiunera 
in  flat  racing. 

65.  A  horse  walking  over  or  receiving  forfeit,  except 
for  a  match,  is  deemed  a  winner. 

66.  In  estimaling  the  value  of  any  prise  no  dednctioEii 
shftll  be  made,  except  of  the  winner's  own  stake  and 
of  any  sum  or  sums  lequired  by  the  oonditiaoa  to  b* 
paid  out  of  the  stakes  totlie  owners  of  any  other  horse 
or  horses  in  the  nee — the  entnuice  for  a  piste  not  to 
be  deducted.  And  every  prize,  not  in  specie,  shall  be 
estimated  at  its  advertised  value  in  aovereigna,  and  if 
such  value  is  not  designated  it  shall  be  t^en  at  the 
ooet  price.

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Objections  to  Qualificatian. 

67.  When  the  age  or  qualificatioii  of  a  horae  is  ob-   Bzuniiw- 
iactod  to,  either  bd^oxe  or  after  ruzmiiig  for  any  race,  ^"^.^ 
the  Stewards,  or  those  whom  they  may  appoiiit,  shall  "^^   ' 
have  power  to  order  an  eawunination  of  the  horse's 

mouth  by  competent  persons,  and  to  call  for  all  such 
eridence  as  they  may  reqxure,  and  thdr  decision  flhall 
be  final,  unless  tixey  idiall  sanction  die  removal  of  thfi 
^[Qcstion  in  dispute  into  a  Court  of  Taw, 

Any  person  requiring  a  horse's  mouth  to  be  examined 
nnist^y  the  expense  of  such  examination,  unless  the 
horse  is  proved  to  be  of  the  wrong  age,  in  which  case 
such  expense  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  of  the  said  horse. 

68.  All  complaints  of  foul  riding,  or  of  horses  not  When    com- 
nmning  the  proper  Coarse,  or  of  any  other  irTegularities  P]"*°^  ™'*** 
occurring  in  the  race,  must  be  made  either  by  1h«  be  made, 
owner,  jockey,  or  groom  of  the  horse,  to  one  of  the 
Stewards,  to  the  Judge  of  the  race,  to  the  Clerk  of  the 

Course,  or  the  Oeik  of  the  Scales,  within  a  quarter  of 
an  hour  after  the  race. 

As  it  is  expedient  that  there  should  be  a  statute  of 
limitations  with  respect  to  the  time  of  lodging  objec- 
tiona  against  winning  horses,  no  complaints  can  be 
entertained  after  the  conclusion  of  the  Race  Meeting, 
save  and  except  charges  of  fraudulent  entry  or  of  run- 
ning horses  under  a  false  description,  wMch  may  be 
investigated  at  any  period  withm  one  year  from  the 
date  of  the  offence. 

69.  When  the  qualification  of  any  horse  is  objected  obiecttoiiBto 
to  by  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  Sie  day  of  starting,  q^uflcation 
the  owner  must  produce  a  certificate,  or  other  proper  — wbentobe 
document,  to  the  Steward  or  Clerk  of  the  Course,  or  to   made.

cation of  the  horse;  and  if  he  shall  start  his  horse  with-

70.  If  it  can  be  proved  against  any  person  that  he   Prewnte  to 
has  offered  money  before  or  after  a  race  to  any  Judge,  '^'^'^^^Jjjj- 
Starter,  or  Handicapper,  or  promised  any  piurt  of  the   ^^ 
stake  or  prize,  or  any  share  or  part  of  a  bet,  he^hall   ai^ 
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be  warned  off  the  Comse  at  Newmarket,  and  other 
places  where  the  JodLey  Club  Bnles  are  in  force;  and 
anj  Judge,  Starter,  or  Handicapper  who  shall,  before 
or  after  a  race,  demand  or  receive  money  of  any  person, 
shall  be  warned  off  the  Course  at  Newmarket,  and  other 
places  where  the  Jockey  Club  Bules  are  ui  force. 

71.  The  Judge  and  the  Starter  cannot  employ  sub- 
Btitutes  without  the  conseut  of  the  Stewards,  or  their 
substitutes.  A  contested  race  cannot  be  decided  if 
the  Jud^  have  vacated  his  box^  unless  a  Steward,  or 
an  ofQaal  person  duly  authorised,  occupy  it.  A 
stranger  cannot  start  the  horses  without  the  consent 
of  the  Stewards,  or  dieir  substitutes;  in  the  event  of 
a  violation  of  this  rule,  the  heat  is  nullified  and  the 
race  must  be  run  over  again  without  going  to  the 
'    scales.

40.  No  race  can  be  run  at  Newmarket  over  a  shorter 
distanee  than  the  T.Y.C.  with  the  exception  of  two 
yrs  old  plates  and  stakes  ran  between  the  commeoce- 
ment  of  the  Crayen  and  the  end  of  the  First  October 
Meetings,  which  may  be  run  any  Coarse  not  leas  than 
half  a  mile.

The  Annnal  General  Meeting  was  held  at  Newmarket,  on 
Wednefldaj,  in  the  Craven  Meeting. 

Sir  Reginald  Gnham,  Bart.,  Lord  CoMlle,  and  Col.  J.  D. 
Astley,  were  elected  members  of  the  Jockey  Clnb. 

The  acconnts  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1868, 
were  presented  and  passed. 

Lord  George  Manners  was  appointed  Steward  in  the  place 
of  the  Dnke  of  Beaufort,  who  retired  by  rotation. 

His  Grace  the  Dnke  of  Beaufort  was  appointed  a  member 
of  the  Bentinck  Fond  Committee  in  place  of  Mr  Payne,  who 
retired  by  rotation,  and  Col.  Lowther  was  also  appointed  a 
member  of  tiie  Committee  in  place  of  the  Earl  of  Glasgow, 
deceased. 

It  was  proposed  by  the  Stewards,  and  ananimonsly  resolved, 
that  the  notice  to  Mr  Willes  not  to  come  on  Newmarket 
Heath  be  now  withdrawn. 

The  Stewards,  taking  into  consideration  the  satisfactonr 
rtate  of  the  finances,  recommended  a  reduction  of  the  half- 
yearly  charges  to  Members  of  the  New  Rooms  and  Coffee 
Room,  for  subscriptions  to  the  Race-fund  and  Stands,  from 
8^.  1 3s.  6d.  to  2?.  Members  of  the  Jockey  Club  will  not  be 
charged  for  entrance  to  the  Stands,  being  their  own  property, 
and  members  of  the  New  Rooms  and  Coffee  Room,  will  have 
the  option  of  purchasing  a  life-ticket  for  102.,  which  wiU  free 
tfaem  firom  the  sabseription  to  the  Race-f  and  and  Stands,  in 
ilie  event  of  attending  the  races  without  going  into  the  Clnb 
House.    Unsnimoosly  agreed  to. 

It  was  nnanimouslr  resolved  that  Rule  of  Racing  No.  40 
be  repealed,  and  the  rollowing  substituted: 

In  all  handicape  when  the  highest  weight  accepting  is 
under  8st  12lb,  it  shall  be  raised  to  that  weight  and  the 
others  in  proportion. 

Admiral  Rons  stated  that  for  a  selline  race  in  Ireland  it 
had  been  made  a  condition  that  any  of  the  beaten  horses 
might  be  daimed  for  the  price  for  wluch  he  was  entered  to 
be  sold,  without  the  additi(m  of  the  amount  of  the  stake, 
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and  his  opinion  had  been  asked  whether  horses  running  for 
this  race  wonid  be  disqualified  for  entry  in  handicaps  nnder 
Bale  69,  which  is  also  in  force  in  Ireland.  He  was  of  opinion 
that  they  would  not  be  disqualified,  and  moyed  a  resolution 
to  that  effect,  which  was  carried  by  a  large  majority. 

The  Stewards  having  asked  the  opinion  of  the  meeting  on 
the  following  question,  viz.: 

**  Whether  a  horse,  which  is  entitled  to  an  allowance  of 
weight  for  not  having  won  a  certain  sum  of  money,  is  dis- 
qualified as  a  winner  in  the  eveut  of  his  neglecting  to  avail 
himself  of  that  allowance  without  making  a  declaration  of 
carrying  over- weight.** 

It  was  unanimously  resolved  that  he  is  disqualified. 

A  General  Meeting  was  held  at  Newmarket  on  Wednesday, 
in  the  First  Spring  Meeting. 
Lord  Coventry  moved: 

That,  on  and  after  the  1st  of  January,  1870,  no  horse 
shall  carry  a  lighter  weight  than  6st  in  any  race. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr  Chaplin,  and  after  some 
observations  from  Admiral  Rous  in  opposition  to  it,  a  divi- 
sion was  taken,  when  the  numbers  were —

Lord  Calthorpe  then  moved:

Sir  Charles  Legard  seconded  the  motion,  and  on  a  division,

The  Stewards  brought  under  the  notice  of  the  Meeting  a 
proposal  to  enlarge  the  Betting  Enclosure,  and  place  it  nearer 
to  the  Course,  in  order  not  to  interfere  with  the  additional 
galloping  ground,  which  will  be  available  as  soon  as  the  land, 
recently  tfdLen  into  the  occupation  of  the  Jockey  Club,  is  in 
a  fit  state  for  training  purposes. 

After  some  discussion,  it  was  moved  by  Lord  Wilton,  and 
unanimously  agreed,  that  a  Committee  should  be  appointed 
to  examine  the  gronnd,  and  report  to  the  Club  what  they 
think  will  be  the  best  position  for  the  new  and  enlarged  Bet- 
ting Enclosure.

On  the  motion  of  the  Stewards,  Captain  Bnlkeley,  one  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Ascot  Stand,  was  elected  an  Honorary 
Member  of  the  Jockey  Clnb. 

Mr  Alexander  moved  the  following  Resolation,  which  was 
seconded  by  Captain  Lane: 

That  after  the  year  1869  all  selling  races  shall  be  con- 
ducted as  at  present  obserred  at  Newmarket,  and  from  that 
date  selling  by  auction  shall  be  discontinued.  An^  horse 
being  entered  in  contravention  of  this  rule  to  be  disquali- 
fied from  running  wherever  the  Newmarket  rules  are  in 
force.

At  Thursday's  meeting  the  fol- 
lowing Resolution,  of  which  notice  had  been  put  up  in  the 
Coffee  Room  on  the  previous  day,  was  proposed  by  the  Ste- 
wards, and  unanimously  agreed  to.

Caktebbuby — Ja  nearly  a  two  mile  Coarse,  with  two  or 
three  hills,  but  not  steep;  a  beaotiftil  run  in,  and  excellent 
turf.  The  Queen's  Plate  Coarse  is  two  miles.  The  Stndght 
Mile  is  from  the  top  torn  in,  and  is  7  fmiongs  88  yards,  'nie 
T.Y.C.  is  the  last  six  forlongs  of  the  Struglit  Mile.  The 
Boond  Mik  is  7  forkxigs  and  IQOyaods.  'Die  Mile  tad  a 
Half  Coarse  is  one  mile,  a  farlong%  lOyaods.  ThetnmB  are 
all  good,  and  all  the  Courses  finii^  on  the  Stzaight  Mile. 

CxsDnrr^Is  nearly  an  oral  Coone  of  one  mile  and  5S 
yaids,  with  a  straight  nm  in  of  a  quarter  of  a  mile,  perfectly 
£at,  over  well-diained  land,  and  the  whole  can  be  seen  from 
the  Stand. 

Cabltsus. — The  Course  is  oval,  one  mile  and  ^  yards 
foand.  The  T.Y.a  is  called  "from  the  Style  torn,"  and  is  aboat 
6  forlongs;  a  straight  nm  home  of  abont  700  yards,  with  a  gra- 
dual ascent  after  passing  tiie  Chair  for  aboot  300  or  250  ywds.

CHEitTEKHAM^-Is  an  ovbI  CoonQ,  one  mile  romid,  OTer 
rich  meadow  land;  the  turns  hare  heen  made  vnexceptioiiably 
cood;  there  is  a  slight  dip  about  thiree  InrloiigB  from  home, 
nom  whence  the  ran  in  is  straight.  The  T.T.C.  is  6  farlongs. 
A  handsome  portable  Stand  has  been  erected,  and  the  Coarse 
is  within  a  mile  o£  the  town. 

Ch]s8TBB<—Ib  a  flat  eumdar  Coarse  of  one  mile  and  about 
SOyaida.  The  T.Y.C.  is  thzee-fjaartere  of  a  mile.  From  the 
Gastle-pole,  once  roond  and  in,  is  rather  more  than  a  mile  and 
a  qpuBter.  The  Cap  Coarse  is  aboot  two  miles  and  a  qnarter. 
Tbe  Groerenor  Coarse  is  aboat  a  mile  and  a  quarter.  The 
Qneen'a  Plate  Coarse  is  twice  roand,  rather  oyer  two  miles. 

GHB0mKPnu>*-Is  nearly  eircnlflr,  and  about  a  mile  and 
throe -qiiartera  xoond;  the  run  in  is  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile, 
■famigjii,  and  rather  on  the  Mcent.  The  T.Y.C.  is  the  last 
balfHnile. 

Cboxton  pABg. — The  Coarse  is  pear-shaped,  22  jards 
sbori  of  2  miles;  the  run  in  is  flat  and  perfectly  straight 
for  840  yards.  The  Granby  Coonse  is  abont  a  mile  and  a 
half. 

Dkbbt-'^s  an  OTal  Coarse  of  1  mile  and  2  furlongs,  per^ 
lectly  flat,  with  easy  toroa    There  is  also  a  straight  ludf-

The  Counes  are  deeeribed  by  fixed  posts. 

Durham — ^Is  an  oyal  Course  of  nearly  one  mile  of  good 
aonnd  old  grass  land.  The  T.Y.C.  is  three-qoarters  of  a  mile, 
flat,  except  a  short  dip  in  the  middle.  In  running  round 
there  is  an  ascent  up  to  the  T.Y.C.  starting-post. 
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Edinbvboh — ^Is  nearly  oval,  measuring  one  mUe  and  a 
qnarier  and  46  yards,  with  a  nearly  straight  ran  in  of  half  a 
mile,  rising  slightly  from  the  distanoe.  The  T.Y.C.  is  the 
last  half -imle.  The  Qneen's  Plate  Coarse  is  twice  loond, 
about  two  miles  and  a  hall 

EauAM — On  the  Bonnymede,  is  an  oval  Course  short  of  t 
miles  by  66  yards,  and  nearly  flat.  It  is  close  to  the  town, 
on  the  banks  of  the  Thames.  The  T.Y.C.  is  three-qnarters 
of  a  mile  and  straight,  as  is  also  the  mile  Comae.  The 
Qoeen's  Plate  Course  is  two  miles  and  a  distance. 

Epsom — The  Old  Course,  now  seldom  used,  is  2  miles,  of 
an  irregular  circular  form,  the  first  mile  up  hill.  The  late 
Derby  Course  is  exactly  a  mile  and  a  half,  and  somewhat  in 
the  form  of  a  horse-shoe;  the  first  three-quarters  of  a  mile 
may  be  considered  as  straight  running,  the  bend  in  the  Coane 
being  very  trifling,  and  the  width  Teiy  greal;  the  next  qiuffter 
of  a  mile  is  in  a  gradual  turn,  and  the  last  half -mile  straight 
The  first  half-mile  is  on  the  ascent,  the  next  third  of  a  mile 
level,  and  the  remainder  is  on  the  descent  till  within  the  di»> 
tance,  when  the  ground  again  rises.  For  the  New  Derby 
Course  (first  used  iu  1848^  the  horses  start  in  front  of  the 
late  Sir  G.  Jleathoote's  stables,  and  run  into  the  Old  Derby 
Course  at  the  mile-poet — ^this  first  half-mile  is  also  on  the 
ascent.  The  T.Y.C.  is  6  furlongs,  and  runs  into  the  Old 
Course  above  the  roads  at  the  Walton  turn.  The  Metropolitan 
Course  is  2  miles  and  a  quarter;  for  this  race  the  horses  start 
at  the  Winning-chair  and  run  the  back  way  of  the  Derby 
Course  as  far  as  the  road,  when  they  turn  to  the  li^t  and  go 
round  the  hill,  coming  into  the  Derby  Course  again  about  a 
mile  from  home.  The  Craven  Course  is  one  mile  and  a 
quarter.  The  half-mile  Course  is  straight,  and  exactly  half 
a  mile.  The  Queen's  Plate  Coarse  is  the  same  as  the  Metro* 
poUtan  Coarse. 

QooDwoOD. — ^The  Orange  Coone. — The  horses  start  at  the 
Orange-post  on  the  Queen's  plate  Course,  and  run  the  Maid- 
stone Oourse,  a  little  short  of  three  miles. 

The  Cup  Course. — The  horses  start  at  the  Cop-post,  go  ost 
to  the  westward  of  the  Clump,  and  return  to  the  eastward  of 
the  Clump,  two  miles  and  a  hall 

T.Y.C. — ^Is  the  straight  three-quarters  of  a  mile,  npon 
which  all  T.Y.C.  races  are  to  be  run  unless  specified  to  t2ie 
contrary. 

Half  a  mile— Is  the  last  half-mile  of  T.Y.C. 

The  Queen's  Plate  Course.— The  horses  start  at  the  Charl- 
ton Down  to  the  north-west  of  the  Stand,  run  over  to  the  east 
of  the  Clump,  go  the  outside  circle  of  the  hill,  and  return  to 
the  east  of  the  Clump,  about  three  miles  and  five  furlongs. 
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One  mile.— The  honea  to  atifrt  at  the  mile-post,  aod  ran 
borne  to  the  westward  of  theClnmp. 

Once  round. — ^The  hones  to  start  at  the  Wmning-post  go 
oat  to  the  westward  ol  the  Qomp^  aoad  retom  the  same  way. 

One  mileand  a  half—- one  mile  «id  three-qnarter^—and  two 
miles  axe  to  be  run  apon  the  Cap  Goune. 

CraTen  Course. — One  mile  and  a  quarter. 

Hampton — ^Is  »  flat  oval  Ckmrse,  one  mile  and  a  half 
nmnd.  The  T.Y.C.  is  a  few  yards  over  half  a  mile,  and 
is  straight  The  Sorrey  and  Middlesex  Stakes  Course,  and 
the  Qneen's  Plate  Course,  two  miles,  start  at  the  T.Y.C.  and 
eo  onoe  round  and  in.  The  mile — ^three-quarters — and  five 
niriongs  Courses  are  portions  of  the  same. 

Haspekden — Is  a  two-mile  Course.  There  are  Courses  of 
a  mile,  and  a  mile  and  a  distance.  The  T.T.C.  is  four  furlongs 
and  a  half,  and  quite  straight;  the  Course  is  80  yards  wide. 

Habtimos— Is  a  circulwr  Course,  not  quite  a  mile  in  cir- 
cmnf  erence.  and  is  on  a  dead  flat. 

Hbndon  and  Eikgsbubt — Is  a  battledore  Course  of  one 
mile  and  three-quarters,  six  furlongs  being  straight,  the  first 
furlong  up  hill,  three  furlon|;s  down  hill,  with  two  fnrlongs  up 
hUl  to  the  finish.  Hendon  Station  on  the  Great  Midland  Rail- 
way is  within  one  mile  of  the  Course. 

Hbrefosd— Is  an  oral  Conrse,  perfectly  flat,  with  easy 
tuziiB,  and  a  good  width.  It  is  a  mile,  one  forlong  and  107 
yards  round,  with  a  straight  run  in  of  not  quite  h^f  a  mile; 
sitiiate  about  a  Quarter  <^  a  mile  fxcaa  the  citv. 

HoTLAKS — ^The  New  Coarse  made  by  the  Liverpool  Hunt 
Club  is  situate  on  the  common  at  Hoyli^e,  in  Cheshire,  about 
seren  miles  from  Birkenhead;  it  is  pear-shaped,  rather  oyer  a 
mile,  and  quite  flat,  with  a  straight  run  in  of  a  quarter  of  a 
mile.  The  T.Y.C.  is  about  half  a  mile.  The  Course  is  railed 
round  on  both  sides,  and  the  turf  is  excellent. 

HuNOERPORD — ^Is  more  than  a  mile  round,  and  i^ithin  a 
mUe  of  die  railway  station. 

HmrnKODON — ^Is  a  round  Course,  flat,  short  of  two  miles 
by  a  distance,  with  a  straight  ran  in  of  half  a  mile,  which  is 
the  T.Y.C.  The  Coarse  m  situate  on  Port  Holme,  close  to 
IlietowiL 

Ipswich— Is  somewhat  in  the  fom  of  tiie  capital  letter  D, 
made  up  two  miles  by  starting  at  the  Distance-post;  the 
straight  side,  which  is  wider  them  the  rest,  and  on  which  are 
both  the  Winning  and  the  Distance  poits,  is  about  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile  in  length.  The  Qneen*8  Plate  Conrse  is 
two  miles. 

Kkighton — ^Is  a  flat  coarse,  pearndiaped,  and  about  one 
mile;  for  longer  distances  the  oourse  is  eroned,  making  the 
figure  of  8,tiwre isanm  ia of  about  700 ywda, nearly  strai^t. 
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Kb£8o — Is  an  oval  Omrse  of  exaeiXy  a  mile  and  a  quarter, 
with  a  straight  nm  in  of  aboat  hall  a  mile  up  a  diglit 
ascent.  There  is  a  stone  marking  each  quarter  of  a  mile,  so 
the  shorter  and  longer  Oounes  are  exactly  of  stated  distances. 
From  the  Stand,  or  an^rwhere  inside  the  Course,  to  which 
people  are  admitted  by  tickets,  the  hooraea  can  be  dktincUy 
seen  all  the  way  ronnd. 

KiHo*s  Lnnr— Is  an  oral  of  aboat  a  mile  and  a  qnarter 
with  a  straight  nm  in  of  nearly  half  a  mile,  quite  level,  and 
is  a  mile  from  the  town. 

Knctsfobd — ^Is  an  oval  Course  of  one  mile,  with  a  straight 
run  in  of  about  500  yards,  and  is  nearly  flat.  The  T.Y.C,  is 
about  five  furlongs. 

IiA.NABK. — The  Course  is  one  mile,  nearly  circular,  and  quite 
level,  with  a  straight  run  in  of  two  furlongs  and  a  half. 

Lbicbbtbr— Is  rather  oval  in  shape,  a  mile  and  a  100  yards, 
nearly  level,  the  straight  nm  in  is  540  yards  in  lengthy  and 
flat.  The  T.Y.C.  ia  half  of  the  oval.  It  is  half  a  mile  from 
the  town,  on  the  London  Boad.  The  Coarse  has  lately  been 
considerably  extended  by  taking  in  the  adjacent  field,  by 
which  the  dip  is  avoided.  The  Queen's  Plate  Course  is  three 
miles. 

Lbwxs. — ^The  Coarse  is  in  the  shape  of  a  horse-shoe,  at  the 
extreme  point  of  which  is  the  Starting-post  for  two  miles»  the 
first  half  being  a  strong  incline,  then  level  for  rather  more 
than  three-quartersof  a  mile  to  the  T.T.C;  the  latter,  being 
about  five  furlongs  from  home,  has  a  alight  ascent  for  a  con- 
siderable distance  from  the  Starting-post,  then  level  for  a 
couple  of  hundred  yards,  again  a  strong  incline  to  opposite 
the  Stand,  finishing  on  Uie  level.

LicuviELD — Is  an  oval  of  two  miles^  starting  at  the  Dis- 
tance-post. The  T.Y.C.  is  about  half  a  mile,  and  atniight. 
The  Queen's  Plate  Course  » two  miles. 

LiNooLK — Is  a  circalar  Course  of  one  mile,  6  forlongs,  and 
23  yards.  The  top  side  of  the  Course,  furthest  jEiem  tlie 
Stand,  has  rather  a  8txv»g  hill  for  a  little  more  than  a  quarter 
of  a  mile,  after  passix^g  £e  aftilepost  there  is  a  slight  descent 
for  a  quarter  of  a  miles  the  remainmg  parts  of  the  Coarse 
are  level,  with  a  straight  run  in  of  nearly  half  a  mile,  per- 
fectly fiat,  which  is  the  Brocklesby  Stakes  Course.  The 
T.Y.C.  is  five  furlongs  and  100  yards.  At  the  Spring 
Keetmg  the  T.Y.C,  is  tbestnucht  half-wle.  The  remaining 
Coorses  axe  portionfi  of  the  circle,  and  are  the  exact  distances 
described.    The  Qiieen's  Plat«  Coarse  is  two  miks. 
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Ludlow — ^Is  nearly  drcnlar,  with  yeir  little  rise  or  fall 
except  at  the  Butt  tarn,  and  not  quite  a  mue  and  a  half  ronnd. 

LnrKRPOOL  (at  Aintree) — 1b  an  oval  Conrse  of  a  mile  and 
a  half;  one  side  is  gentlr  declining,  the  other  rising  from  the 
Ganal  aide.  The  vnp  Conrse  ia  about  a  mile  and  a  half, 
starting  opposite  the  stables.  From  the  Canal  point  in  is 
nearly  six  forlongs.  There  is  a  straight  run  in  of  about 
1000  yards.  The  T.Y.C.  is  half  a  mile.  The  Queen's  Plate 
Course  is  two  miles. 

MAircHK0TES  (New  Course) — Is  a  triangular  Conrse  of  one 
mile  and  20  yaids,  perfectly  flat,  excepting  the  straight  run 
in  of  700  yards,  which  has  been  laid  to  form  a  gentle  ascent 
to  the  Winning-post.  It  is  a  large  tract  of  meadow  land 
called  Castle  Irwell  Park,  having  a  grayel  bottom,  vnth.  an 
alhmal  deposit  of  soil  at  the  top  about  four  feet  deep,  which 
renders  the  turf  excellent  and  the  ground  soon  dry  after  rain; 
distance  about  two  miles  from  Mandiester.  The  T.Y.C.  is 
tfaree-qnarters  of  a  mile,  and  the  Queen's  Plate  Course  is 
about  two  miles  and  100  yards. 

Mak87ibu>— Is  a  long  oval  Course  of  one  mile  and  a 
quarter.    The  T.Y.C.  is  a  straight  half-mile. 

Maboate. — ^Tbe  Course  is  a  few  yards  over  a  mile  round. 
The  T.Y.C.  is  five  furlongs  straight. 

MoKjf  ouTH — ^Ib  a  circular  Course  situated  under  the  walls 
of  the  town,  of  a  little  more  than  6  furlongs  round,  and  is 
quite  flat.    The  turns  are  all  easy,  and  the  tun  excellent. 

MuMULBusoH — ^Is  iu  extent  one  mile,  a  quarter,  and  46 
yards,  with  nearly  a  straight  run  in  of  half  a  mile. 

KBiroA«Ti«E«oK«-TYMB — Is  mthet  more  than  a  mile  and 
three-quarters  round,  rising  sli^tiy  for  SOQ  ^ards  to  the  right 
of  the  winning  post,  then  gradually  descendmg  to  the  Kew- 
castle  turn  which  is  about  a  mile  from  home«  then  level  to^  the 
Morpeth  turn  (last  quarter  of  a  mile),  when  there  is  a  slight 
ascent.  The  conrse  nas  been  altered,  and  the  turns  greatlv 
improved.  There  is  a  new  mile  course  formed,  leading  witn 
a  gradual  sweep  at  the  Morpeth  turn  into  the  Old  straight 
run  in;  the  T.  x  .C.  (about  six  furlongs)  is  on  tiiis  new  course. 
The  Queen's  Plate  Cbnne  is  two  miles. 

Nkwtost — ^Is  a  triangular  Course  of  about  a  mile  and  a 
quarter,  with  a  strong  hill,  and  straight  flat  run  in  of  nearly 
haU  a  mile.  The  (^Ibome,  'or  Two  yrs  old  (yourse,  is  the 
strai^t  half-mile.    Red  house  in  is  about  5  furlongs. 

KoRTHAJUUBRTOK — ^Is  a  triaugular-shaped  Conrse  of  one 
nule  round,  having  easy  turns,  with  a  straight  run  in,  which 
is  slightly  on  the  rise.    The  T.Y.C.  is  three-quarters  of  a 
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mile.  The  Coarse  ia  situate  close  to  the  town,  and  there  is  a 
substantial  Stand,  from  which  all  the  ronning  may  be  seen. 

NoETHAMPTON — ^Is  an  oral  Course,  one  mile  and  a  half 
and  180  yards  round,  with  a  hill  half  way,  and  a  strai^t  ran 
in  of  half  a  mile,  which  is  the  Two  yrs  old  Course.  The  New 
Spencer  Plate  Course  is  perfectly  straight,  and  enters  the 
old  Course  at  the  Two-mile  starting-post,  and  is  about  five  fur- 
longs in  length.  The  Althorp  Park  Stakes  Cour^  is  the 
last  half-mile  of  the  Spencer  Plate  Course.  There  is  a  good 
width  up  the  ropes,  and  the  turns  are  easy.  The  Queen's 
Plate  Coarse  is  two  miles.    The  Course  is  dose  to  the  town. 

NoTTiNGHAjf — ^Is  along  oral  Course  of  one  mile, one  furloi^, 
and  207  yards,  with  two  straight  sides  of  half  a  mile  each. 
The  turns  at  each  end  of  the  oval  are  extremely  easy,  with  a 
slight  incline.  The  Half-mile  Course  is  qmtc  level  and 
straight.  The  T.T.C.  is  6  furlongs.  The  Queen's  Plate 
Course  is  two  miles.  The  Course  is  situate  at  the  foot  of  a 
hilly  ridge  of  land,  which  conmiands  a  good  view  of  the 
races  from  the  start  to  the  finish. 

Odiiiam — Is  of  an  oval  shape,  about  one  mile  and  a  quar- 
ter round.  The  T.Y.C.  is  a  straight  half-mile.  The  Course 
is  about  a  mile  and  a  quarter  from  the  town. 

Oxford. — The  Course  is  on  Port  Meadow,  which  is  an 
area  of  500  acres,  half  a  mile  from  the  city,  and  is  a  perfect 
level.  The  Two-mile  Course  is  in  the  form  of  the  figure  of 
nine  reversed,  three-quarters  of  a  mile  being  quite  straight. 
The  Mile  Course  and  the  Three-quarters  of  a  Mile  Course 
(the  T.Y.C.)  are  perfectly  straight,  and  of  gi^  width. 

Pai8Ley^-Is  flat  and  nearly  square,  with  a  little  rising 
ground,  and  is  scarcely  a  mile  round.  The  T.Y.C.  is  6  forlongB. 

Perth — Is  over  the  North  Inch.  It  is  a  right-handed 
Course,  and  almost  entirely  a  dead  flat,  nearly  oval,  and  as 
near  as  possible  one  mile  and  a  third  round.

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RULES  ON  BETTING. 

[In  revising  and  newly  amaif^ng  dieir  Roles,  the  Jockej 
Clab  omitted  all  reference  to  Betting,  of  which  they  take 
no  cognizance.  For  the  conTenience  of  those  readers  of  tMs 
wock*who  are  interested  in  the  subject,  we  subjoin  a  copy  of 
the  Rules,  as  arranged  by  the  Committee  of  the  Sobecription- 
rooms  at  Tattersall's  and  Newmarket] 

1.  In  all  bets  there  mnst  be  a  possibility  to  win  when  the 
bet  is  made;  "you  cannot  win  when  you  cannot  lose." 

2.  The  interests  of  the  bets  are  inseparable  with  the 
interests  of  the  stakes,  except  when  the  winning  horse  is 
disqualified  owing  to  a  defaolt  in  making  stakes;  or  if  an 
objection  be  made  to  the  qualification  of  a  hone  on  the  groDnd 
of  incorrect  pedigree  or  nomination,  after  the  raee  is  niJi, 
the  bets  shall  go  to  the  horse  that  comes  in  first,  prorid^sd  he 
is  of  the  right  age,  and  that  in  other  respect  he  has  not  tru»- 
gressed  the  Rules  of  racing;  but  if  the  owner  of  a  hone,  or  a 
person  on  his  behalf,  succeed  by  fraud  or  by  false  statements 
m  star^^  him  for  a  race  for  which  he  is  legally  disgnalHifd, 
making  hmiself  b'able  to  the  peaalties  in  Role  1 7,  Iaws  of 
Racing,  the  bets  will  go  'with  the  stakes,  whether  any  object 
tion  be  made  either  hSjixe  or  after  the  naoe. 

3.  All  double  bets  mnst  be  considered  *'  play  or  pay/* 

4.  Confirmed  bets  cannot  be  "  off"  except  hy  mutual  coo- 
sent,  or  by  inddents  hereafter  mentioncKl,  viz.  —  Firstly: 
Either  of  the  bettors  may  demaad  stakes  to  be  made  fourteen 
days  before  the  race  is  run  tqK>n  proving  to  the  Committee  of 
the  Rooms  that  he  has  just  cause  for  so  doing.  J/trrdrred, 
the  bets  must  be  covered  on  the  comparing  day,  or  sufficient 
security  offered,  and  a  person  refusing  to  cover  shall  be  ex- 
pelled the  Bubecription-'rooms  at  Tattersall's  and  Newmarket. 
Secondly:  If  a  bitor  be  absent  on  the  day  of  running,  and 
there  is  a  just  cause  to  pvesnme  that  he  intends  to  evade  lus 
engagements,  a  piri>lie  declaration  of  the  bet  mnst  be  made  in 
the  Ring,  a  copy  of  which  is  to  be  posted  qp  at  the  nsoal 
place  one  hour  before  the  race  is  appointed  to  be  run,  and,  in 
the  event  of  no  person  of  known  respectability  bec(Mning  re- 
sponsible for  the  same,  a  written  notice  must  bie  given  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Couree,  or  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Stakes,  before 
the  race  is  run,  declaring  the  bet  void. 
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RULES  ON  BETTING. 

5.  All  bets  on  matcheff  and  priyate  sweepstakes  depending 
between  any  two  horses  shall  be  void  if  those  horses  become 
the  property  of  the  same  person,  or  of  his  avowed  confederate, 
sabsequently  to  the  bets  being  made. 

6.  All  bets  between  particular  horses  shall  be  void  if 
neither  of  them  win;  unless  agreed  by  the  parties  to  the 
eontrary. 

7.  If  any  bet  shall  be  made  from  signal  or  indication  after 
the  race  hiis  been  determined,  suth  bet  shall  be  considered 
fraudulent  and  void. 

8.  The  person  who  lays  the  odds  has  a  right  to  choose  a 
horse  or  the  field;  when  a  person  has  chosen  a  horse,  ^e 
field  is  what  starts  against  him. 

9.  If  odds  are  laid  without  mentioning  the  horse  before 
the  race  is  over,  the  bet  must  be  determined  by  the  state  of 
the  odds  at  the  time  of  making  it. 

10.  If  a  match  or  sweepstakes  be  made  for  any  partienlar 
day  in  any  race  week,  and  the  parties  agree  to  change  the  day 
to  any  other  in  the  same  week,  all  bets  must  stand;  but  if 
the  parties  agree  to  run  the  race  in  a  different  week,  or  to 
make  the  slightest  difference  in  the  terms  of  the  engagement, 
all  bets  made  before  the  alteration  are  void. 


11.  Bets  made  on  horses  winning  any  number  of  ] 
within  the  year  shall  be  understood  as  meaning  between  the 
Ist  of  January  and  the  31  st  of  December. 

12.  If  a  bet  is  made  between  two  horses  in  a  match  or 
sweepstakes  with  a  forfeit  affixed,  say  lOOl.  h.  ft.  and  both 
horses  start,  either  party  may  declare  forfeit,  and  the  person 
making  such  a  declaration  would  pay  501.  if  the  other  horse 
won,  but  would  receive  nothing  in  the  event  of  his  horse 
winning  the  race. 

13.  Bets  are  determined  though  the  horse  does  not  start 
when  the  words  "  absolutely  run  or  pay,"  or  "  play  or  pay," 
are  made  use  of  in  betting. 

14.  Money  given  to  have  a  bet  laid  shall  not  be  returned, 
though  the  race  be  not  run. 

15.  When  the  riders  of  any  horses  brought  out  to  run  for 
any  race  are  called  upon  by  the  Starter  to  take  their  places, 
all  bets  respecting  such  horses  shall  be  play  or  pay. 
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EULES  ON  BETTING. 

16.  When  horses  run  a  dead  heat  for  a  plate  or  sweep- 
stakes, and  the  owners  agree  to  diride,  all  bets  between  sndi 
horses,  or  between  either  of  them  and  the  fi^d,  most  be 
settled  by  the  money  betted  being  put  together  and  diTided 
between  the  parties  in  the  tame  proporti&n  as  the  stakes. 
If  a  bet  is  made  on  one  of  the  horses  that  ran  the  dead  heat 
against  a  beaten  horse,  he  who  backed  the  horse  that  nn 
the  dead  heat  wins  half  his  bet  if  hia  horse  receiTed  half  the 
prize;  if  the  dead  heat  be  the  first  eirent  of  a  doable  bet»  the 
bet  is  void  unless  one  horse  received  above  a  moietjr,  which 
would  constitute  him  a  winner  in  a  double  erent. 

17.  The  following  races  shall  be  considered  "  play  or  pay:" 
The  Derby  and  Oaks  at  Epsom,  the  St  Legcr  at  boncaater, 
the  2000gs,  the  lOOOgs,  the  Cesarcwitch  and  Cambridgeshire, 
at  Nc>\-niarkct,  the  Ascot,  Goodwood,  and  Doncaster  Com, 
and  all  handicaps  above  2001.  Yiilue  with  two  forfeits*  the 
minor  of  which  shall  not  be  less  than  5l.;  and  the  Committee 
of  Tattersall's  and  of  the  Subscription-room  at  Newmaiket 
will  take  no  cognizance  of  any  disputes  re^>ecting  "  play  or 
pay"  bets  on  any  other  races,  or  of  any  bets  made  oppn  hudi- 
cap  races  before  the  weights  for  such  races  are  pidmahed. 

18.  If  a  declared  defaulter  does  not  satisfy  the  claims  of 
his  creditors  within  twelve  months,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
receive  any  debts  which  may  be  due  to  him  for  the  race  for 
which  he  was  in  default;  but  if  his  debts  are  paid  widim  the 
prescribed  time,  viz.  "  one  year,"  i.f.,  365  da^  iodashe  of 
the  day  when  the  money  was  won,  the  Committee  will  aop- 
port  his  just  claims  to  receive  payment  from  hia  debtoo. 

19.  The  Stewards  of  races  have  no  authority  ex  qfieic  to 
take  cognizance  of  any  disputes  or  claims  with  respect  to 
bets.
